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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Holderness  for  1960. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  population  of  Holderness,  including  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces,  at  mid-year,  1960,  was  estimated  to  be  20,540, 
an  increase  of  240  over  last  year.  There  has  been  a slow  rise 
since  1944,  but  there  is  evidence  of  some  acceleration  in 
recent  years. 

Birth  Rate. 

309  live  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  160  boys 
and  149  girls,  giving  a birth  rate  of  15.04  per  1,000 
population,  0.33  per  1,000  less  than  last  year. 

The  rate  for  the  whole  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is: 
Crude  16.73,  Adjusted  15.49,  and  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  17.1. 

The  rates  for  the  previous  five  years  are  : —

As  mentioned  above,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is 
17.1  for  1960,  and  to  make  proper  comparison,  use  has  to  be 
made  of  the  area  Comparability  Factor,  a!  figure  which  takes 
into  account  the  ages  groups  preponderating,  and  the  sex 
constitution  of  the  district,  the  normal  being  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole  as  disclosed  by  the  'Census. 

The  Comparability  Factor  for  Holderness,  for  births,  is 
1.14,  and  when  used  raises  the  Birth  Rate  figure  to  17.15. 
The  higher  than  1 figure  of  the  Comparability  Factor  merely 
denotes  that  there  are  more  older  age  groups,  i.e.,  retired 
people,  living  in  Holderness  than  in  the  average  community, 
hence  the  fewer  births,  and  does  not  alter  the  facts. 
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There  were  8 illegitimate  children  in  this  total — 3 boys 
and  6 girls;  this  gives  a rate  of  0.39  per  1,000  population, 
and  2.6%  of  the  total  births. 


Death  Rate. 

216  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year — 113  males 
and  103  females,  the  same  number  as  last  year.  These  include 
all  who  died  away  from  home,  e.g.,  in  hospital,  etc. 

The  death  rate  is  10.52  per  1,000  population.  This  figure, 
when  adjusted  by  the  area  Comparability  Factor  for  deaths, 
of  0.96,  is  reduced  to  10.10.  It  is  possible  that  the  Compara- 
bility Factor  for  death  rates  only  takes  into  account  the  ag'e 
groups,  and  not  other  factors,  such  as  climatic  humidity, 
smog,  etc.,  which  may  influence  longevity  materially. 

The  death  rate  for  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is : 
Crude,  12.23;  Adjusted,  11.25;  and  for  England  and  Wales, 
11.5. 


Of  the  216  deaths,  145  (66%)  equally  divided  between 
males  and  females,  were  over  65;  95,  oir  44%,  with  the  women 
predominant,  were  over  75;  62  were  over  80,  and  28,  with  the 
ladies  leading  3 to  1,  were  over  85  . 60  of  the  216  deaths,  or 

nearly  one  in  three,  survived  to  80  years  and  more.

Principal  Causes  of  Death. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  (85), 
Cancer  (39),  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (30).  These  comprise 
70%  of  all  deaths,  and  are  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  Respiratory  diseases,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Influenza  caused  20  deaths,  or  9%. 

About  one  in  2\  died  from  Heart  or  arterial  disease, 
one  in  i5  from  Cancer,  and  one  in  7 from  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage .

Maternal  Mortality. 

For  the  fourth  successive  year  it  is  good  to  record  that 
no  mother  died  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion. 

Infant  Mortality. 

8 still-births  were  registered  in  addition  to  the  309  live 
births.  These  were  3 males  and  5 females,  all  legitimate. 
The  still-birth  rate  is  25.24  per  1,000  births,  compared  with 
28  last  year. 
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3 infants  died  in  their  first  year,  and  in  fact  all  died 
under  4 weeks  of  life.  All  were  males  and  legitimate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  9.71  per  1,000  total  live 
births,  i.e.,  legitimate  and  illegitimate.  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  for  the  East  Riding  County  is  : 19.27. 

As  noted  above,  all  of  the  infants  were  males,  and  died 
in  the  first  month  of  life,  the  neonatal  period,  and  two  of  the 
3 died  in  the  first  week — the  early  neonatal  period.  One  of 
the  three  died  in  a few  hours  from  congenital  malformation, 
one  from  prematurity  and  one  from  Haemolytic  disease. 

The  Perinatal  deaths,  i.e.,  the  two  deaths  in  the  first 
week,  together  with  the  8 still-births,  are  10,  giving  a rate 
of  31. >5  per  1,000  total  births,  compared  with  38  in  1959. 

Comparisons  of  causes  of  deaths  in  previous  years: — 

Tuberculosis. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  20th  century — in  the  boyhood 
of  many  of  us — Tuberculosis  was  indeed  the  “ Captain  of  the 
men  of  death.”  One  was  doomed  and  worse — shunned. 
About  60,000  people  in  England  and  Wales  died  each  year 
from  Tuberculosis,  mostly  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

To-day,  as  the  result  of  improved  Sanitary  and  Social 
Conditions,  including  housing,  T.T.  milk  and  antibiotics,  the 
death  rate  is  cut  down  to  4,000. 

Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria,  another  killer  with  a notification  rate  of 
55, 000  a year  as  late  as  1940,  and  a death  rate  of  3,000,  has 
been  almost  wiped  out  by  immunisation,  as  in  1958  there 
were  only  80  notifications,  and  8 deaths. 

Diabetes. 

Before  the  discovery  of  insulin,  the  outlook  for  diabetics 
was  only  a few  years;  now  they  enjoy  almost  unrestricted 
activity,  and  the  same  could  be  said  of  Pernicious  Anaemia. 

Bronchitis. 

Bronchitis,  another  giant  killer  in  the  early  1900’s,  still 
holds  third  place  with  other  respiratory  diseases,  causing 
about  10%  of  all  deaths.  But  today,  with  the  use  of  anti- 
biotics, Bronchitis  is  more  of  an  incapacitator  than  a killer, 
and,  like  Rheumatism,  which  still  defies  attack,  is  responsible 
for  a major  part  of  the  time  off  work,  due  to  illness. 

A polluted  atmosphere  is  one  of  the  prime  factors  in 
causation  of  Bronchitis,  and  the  Clean  Air  Act  should  have 
f a r-r  e acli  i n g r esul  ts . 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Looking  through  the  death  rates,  we  see  that  the 
Infectious  Diseases  which  were  the  great  killers  of  the  early 
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years  of  this  century  have  (given  place,  as  killers,  to  diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  (System,  i.e.,  coronary  artery 
disease,  heart  failure,  and  strokes — perhaps  associated  with 
the  strain  of  the  faster  pace  at  which  we  are  living.  Heart 
and  circulatory  diseases,  as  we  have  seen  above,  account  for 
more  than  half  of  the  deaths  in  the  Holderness  district,  and 
approximately  36%  for  the  whole  country — 191,706  out  of 
527,650  total  deaths,  England  and  Wales,  1950. 

Cancer. 

Cancer  has  also  been  an  increasing  cause  of  death.  The 
average  number  of  deaths  in  the  Holderness  area  for  the  past 
10  years  is  35,  and  shows  an  increase.  The  increase  is  not 
overall,  but  selective.  Generally,  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
stomach  and  uterus,  and  breast,  and  other  sites  have  remained 
fairly  stationary,  but  cancer  of  the  lung'  has  increased 
steadily  over  the  whole  country,  at  the  rate  of  about  1,000 
more  deaths  each  year.  In  Holderneiss,  in  addition  to  Cancer 
of  the  lung,  there  has  also  been  an  increase  in  Cancer  of  the 
Breast ; one  must  note  here  that  Cancer  of  the  Breast  may  be 
cured  surgically  if,  and  only  if,  it  is  taken  early  enough. 

Increased  Expectation  of  Life. 

The  saving  of  life,  or  increased  expectation  of  life,  has 
made  a great  change  in  the  age-group  pattern  of  the 
population.  00  years  ago,  only  42  out  of  every  1,000  popula- 
tion were  05  and  over;  101  years  ago  there  were  only  100,  and 
if  the  present  trend  continues,  in  another  25  years  there  will 
be  one  person  over  65  for  every  4 working. 

The  increased  longevity  also  brings  its  own  diseases  in 
its  train;  90%  of  fatal  falls  occur  after  65,  and  its  own 
problems  of  ill-health,  requiring  hospital  care.  It  is  estimated 
that  in  the  past  five  years  the  percentage  of  beds  occupied  by 
old  people  in  hospitals  has  been  more  than  doubled. 

Mental  Disease. 

We  can  expect  the  same  processes  of  immunisation  to 
conquer  all  infectious  disease  where  the  causal  germ  has  been 
found,  and  an  effective  vaccine  prepared,  but  it  is  said  Nature 
abhors  a vacuum,  andi  into  this  void  have  come  the  mental 
stress  diseases  and  the  various  neuroses  of  the  anxiety  states. 
With  this,  however,  must  be  coupled  the  “ New  Look  ” on 
mental  health,  which,  in  spite  of  a steadily  increasing 
admission  and  re-admission  rate  in  mental  hospitals  and 
clinics,  has  engendered  new  methods  of  treatment,  so  that  in 
1959  there  were  some  15,000  fewer  patients  resident  in  mental 
hospitals  than  in  1955.  Three  factors  account  for  the  decrease 
— better  out-patient  treatment,  earlier  and  more  effective 
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hospital  methods,  and  rehabilitation  of  long-stay  patients 
towards  self-support  or  fitness  for  living  in  the  Community.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  the  residents  in  this 
area  at  the  Hull  hospitals,  at  the  Westwood  Hospital, 
Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where  there 
are  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and'  laboratory  examinations. 
Hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  are  included  within  the  Health  Service. 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infections,  chiefly 
as  concerns  food,  water,  etc,,  are  provided  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull. 

The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing*  mothers  and  their 
infants,  including  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children,  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Council  through  Clinics  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided  by 
the  County  Council  include  health  visiting,  home  nursing, 
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home  help  facilities,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough a and 
ambulance  service. 

Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and  attention 
because  of  age,  infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from 
medical  or  nursing  cases,  is  provided  for  'by  the  County 
Council  in  accord  with  their  responsibilities  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to 
provide  a Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf1  and  dumb  and 
other  persons  permanently  handicapped  by  congenital 
deformity,  illness,  injury,  or  such  other  disabilities  so 
recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regular  medical  and 
sick  nursing  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it 
was  found  possible  to  admit  through  voluntary  action,  any 
old  persons  needing  care  and  attention  to  one  of  the  County 
Council’s  'Old  People’s  Homes,  in  co-operation  with  County 
Officials.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  matters  relating  to  the  work  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1960. 

WATER  .SUPPLY. 

The  water  mains  in  the  Council’s  area  were  increased  by 
13,785  yards  during  the  year,  made  up  of  1,319  yards  of  3" 
mains,  11,243  yards  of  4"  mains  and  1,223  yards  of  6"  mains, 
distributed  among  12  parishes  within  the  rural  district. 

The  following  analyses  indicate  the  quality  of  the  supply 
which  is  supplied  under  agreement  by  the  Hull  Corporation 
and  which  now  covers  most  of  the  Council’s  district.

Many  premises,  however,  particularly  of  an  agricultural 
nature,  rely  for  their  supplies  on  long  private  mains  in  small 
bore  iron  piping*  laid  at  the  owner’s  expense  in  the  war  or 
immediate  post-war  years,  and  many  of  these  pipes  are 
reaching  the  end  of  their  effective  life.  The  need  for 
replacement  of  such  supplies  may  result  in  applications  for 
further  mains  extensions  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Dry  Refuse  'Collection. 

During  the  year  four  vehicles  were  employed  in  this 
service,  consisting  of  2 Bedford-Gibson  Pendulum  16/24  cubic 
yards  capacity  collectors  and  2 Bedford- Eagle  7 cubic  yards 
capacity,  side  loading  collectors.  A total  labour  force  of  14 
workmen  were  used  under  routine  conditions,  but  it  was 
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necessary  to  augment  tlie  service  with  vehicles  and  workmen 
from  other  services  to  overcome  delays  caused  by  Bank 
Holidays  and  seasonal  demands  from  holiday  camps.  All  the 
large  villages  received  a weekly  collection. 

A further  year’s  experience  proved  the  value  of  the 
compression  type  of  refuse  collector  in  a district  of  this  sort, 
and,  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report,  the  Council 
has  received  delivery  of'  a larger  size  Gibson  Pendulum 
collector  and  an  order  has  been  placed  for  a further  similarly 
sized  vehicle.  ’ 

The  delivery  of  this  fourth  vehicle  should  greatly 
facilitate  the  extension  of  a more  regular  collection  on  a 
wider  general  scale,  but  the  demands  of  the  district  are 
increasing  so  rapidly  with  the  housing  developments  at 
Bilton,  Thorngumbald  and  other  parts  of  the  rural  area, 
together  with  the  modernisation  of  the  holiday  camps  and 
the  establishment  of  several  new  ones,  that  the  resources  must 
continually  be  revised  to  keep  pace  with  the  demand. 

The  schedules  of  this  service  have  generally  been  main- 
tained, but  inevitable  disruption  occurs  as  a result  of'  bank 
holidays,  annual  holidays  and  influx  of'  holiday  making 
population.  These  breaks  in  schedule,  under  the  present 
system,  can  only  be  overcome  by  the  introduction,  as  men- 
tioned earlier,  of  labour  and  transport  from  other  services. 
This,  coupled  with  the  relief'  given  for  periods  of  annual  leave 
of  collecting  crews,  causes  almost  complete  suspension  of  the 
operations  of  workmen  engaged  for  dyke  cleaning  and  sewer 
maintenance  services  at  times  during  the  year. 

A total  of  193  days’  absence  for  sickness  was  recorded  by 
members  of  this  service,  and  this,  added  to  the  relief  given 
to  cover  annual  holiday  absences,  requires  the  annual  output 
of  almost  another  two  men.  It  would  seem  that  reduction  in 
working  hours  and  increases  in  annual  holidays,  must 
inevitably  lead  to  the  introduction  of  some  incentive  system 
designed  to  achieve  more  output  from  regular  crews  when 
required,  rather  than  the  introduction  of  reliefs. 

Four  refuse  disposal  tips  were  used,  situated  at  Catwick, 
Aldbrough,  Burton  'Constable  and  Patrington.  The  tip  at 
Patrington  is  under  the  control  of  the  Hull  Corporation,  but 
at  the  other  three  sites  controlled  tipping  is  practised  as 
efficiently  as  possible  with  the  plant  and  the  supply  of  covering 
material  available. 

At  the  present  time  one  tractor  is  used  for  both  tip  work 
and  grass  cutting  on  housing  sites,  but  the  demands  of  the 
two  services  are  excessive  for  the  one  machine,  and  the  time 
has  arrived  when  consideration  must  be  given  to  the 
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acquisition  of  a modern  tip  machine,  having  regard,  not  only 
to  present  needs,  but  to  the  type  of  methods  of  disposal  likely 
to  be  used  in  the  future. 

Aightsoil. 

This  service  does  not  cover  all  the  CounciTsi  district, 
and  there  seems  little  possibility  of  any  extension  with  the 
vehicle  and,  more  particularly,  labour  resources  available. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  need  for  this  service  will  continue 
for  many  years  in  parts  of  the  Council’s  district  where  public 
sewerage  and  disposal  systems  are  not  available,  for  the 
increased  stringency  of  legislation  relating  to  the  pollution 
of  dykes,  etc.,  now  generally  precludes  the  use  of  septic  tank 
installations  where  gravitational  problems  prevent  the  use  of 
a percolating  filter. 

Two  vehicles,  each  over  15  years  old,  wrere  employed  on 
the  collection  of  nightsoil,  and  a labour  force  of  six  men  was 
used.  Recruitment  of  labour  for  this  job  isi  almost  impossible, 
but,  in  order  to  cover  sickness  and  relief  duties,  it  has  been 
necessary  recently  to  ensure,  when  engaging  new  labour,  that 
employees  would  be  willing'  to  relieve  on  this  service  when 
the  demand  arose.  Absences  due  to  sickness  amounted  to  a 
total  of  81  days  during  the  year. 


Cesspool  Emptying. 

Three  vehicles  were  available  for  most  of  the  year,  2 
vehicles  operating  from  Skirlaugh  and  one  from  Patrington. 
As  in  previous  years,  assistance  has  been  given  when 
requested  in  the  areas  of  neighbouring  authorities,  whose 
equipment  does  not  include  such  facilities. 

Sewage  collected  from  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  and  sewage 
works  within  the  CounciP.s  district  amounted  to  6, 813  loads 
of  750  gallons  each,  and  36  loads  were  collected  from  sites 
where  the  vehicles  were  hired  within  or  without  the  Council’s 
area.  A total  of  4,552  loads  were  collected  from,  cesspools  at 
260  private  dwellings,  126  loads  from  99  septic  tanks  used  by 
private  households,  1,997  loads  from  Council  house  estates 
and  138  loads  from  sewage  works. 

Hire  service,  at  an  appropriate  hourly  charge,  was  given 
for  a total  of  31  hours  during  the  year. 

Dyke  Cleansing,  Sewer  and  Other  Maintenance  Services. 

The  labour  force  primarily  engaged  for  the  above  duties 
was  maintained  at  a strength  of  1 1 for  most  of  the  year,  but, 
as  these  workmen  form  the  only  pool  from  which  reliefs  can 
be  taken  to  maintain  the  other  essential  services  on  schedule, 
it  will  be  realised  how  unpredictable  the  actual  output  of  this 
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force  on  tlieir  own  service  must  remain.  Study  of  figures 
reveals  that  the  three  essential  services  mentioned  earlier 
require,  on  average,  the  annual  output  of  3 men  from  this 
force  to  cover  the  sickness  and  annual  holiday  absences  in 
those  three  services,  and  similar  average  losses  occur  within 
this  branch  also. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  31,638 
yards  of  dyke  within  the  rural  area,  and  although  recent  new 
sewage  schemes  have  relieved  us  of  much  responsibility  in 
this  matter,  most  land  owners  and  tenants  still  tend  to  regard 
the  Council  as  having  total  responsibility.  In  fact,  demands 
nre  continually  made  for  the  Council  to  accept  new 
obligations  as  is  well  known  from  the  activities  of  the 
C 1 e a nsi ng  Sub-  Oommi tt ee . 

Manual  cleansing  of  these  dykes  becomes  more  and  more 
difficult,  and  consideration  must  soon  be  given  to  the  use  of 
mechanical  equipment  on  a wider  scale  for  this  service.

Verminous  Premises. 

The  truly  verminous  premise  is  seldom,  if  ever, 
encountered  in  this  district,  and  then  usually  amounts  only  to 
a flea  infestation  left  by  a “ nomadic  ” type  farm  worker’s 
family  following  their  usual  brief  stay  in  a tied  cottage,  and, 
as  in  most  other  years,  no  serious  trouble  was  encountered  in 
this  direction. 

Few  complaints  or  requests  for  assistance  were  received, 
and,  as  in  1969,  Clover  Mite — Bryobia  Praetiosa,  were  the 
only  insects  causing  concern  to  householders  in  parts  of  the 
district  as  a whole.  Spraying  methods,  advocated  by  the 
local  Infestation  'Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  appeared  to  control  these 
infestations,  but  experience  shows  that  total  eradication  is 
difficult  with  all  tried  methods  as  re-infestations  tend  to 
occur  in  the  following  year  on  the  same  premises. 

Rodent  Control. 

'Winding  up  of  the  disinfestation  treatment  services  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  again 
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resulted  in  more  requests  for  service  by  the  CounciLs  rodent 
operator.  In  all  a total  of  3, 27 6 surveys  and  re-inspections 
were  made,  and  infestation  treatment  was  carried  out  at  311 
premises,  a charge  for  the  service  being*  made  at  183  of  these 
properties. 

Generally  Warfarin,  with  an  oatmeal  base  bait,  proved 
quite  effective,  although  a liquid  poison  was  necessary  on 
some  few  occasions. 

In  addition  to  liis  work  in  rodent  control,  the  operator 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  nuisances  caused  by  other  vermin, 
wasps  and  insect  pests.  Besides  liquid  insecticides,  cymag 
was  used  to  good  effect  in  many  of  these  cases  and  Cymag'  was 
used  generally  for  rodent  infestations  in  dyke  banks  and 
similar  places.

Improvement  of  Houses. 

The  effect  of  the  standard  grant  provisions  of  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  195(9,  was  reflected  in  the  decrease 
of  approved  discretionary  improvement  grants,  amounting  to 
a total  of  22  compared  to  the  previous  year  when  grants  were 
approved  covering  the  improvement  of  41  houses.  The  value 
of  the  grants  totalled  £5,328,  and  a total  of  18  owners  were 
involved.  The  value  of  grants  made  in  this  scheme  since  its 
inception,  amounted  to  £55,425  at  31st  December,  I960. 

During  the  year  standard  grants  were  approved  in  respect 
of  74  properties,  and  the  value  of  this  grant  aid  was  worth 
£9,140  to  the  owners  concerned. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

No  alterations  to  the  19  approved  camp  sites  were  made 
in  I960,  but  several  applications  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  were 
under  consideration. 

The  consolidation  of  the  requirements  of  this  Act  in  the 
Council’s  area,  must  result  in  many  long  desired  improve- 
ments to  most  of  the  camps  in  the  Rural  District. 

THE  (COUNCIL’S  HOLIDAY  CAMP,  ALDBROUGH. 

At  31st  December,  1960,  sites,  held  on  an  annual  rental 
basis,  totalled  211  and  this  figure  represented  an  increase  of 
35  compared  to  38  for  the  previous  year,  which  figure  reflected 
again  the  slight  annual  decrease  in  the  figure  of  new  site- 
holders  which  has  occurred  for  the  past  3 years.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  9 siteholders  were  temporarily  accommodated 
for  periods  of  3 to  6 months. 

While  it  had  been  anticipated  that  final  completion 
works  would  be  put  in  hand  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
this  was  not  to  be,  and  resurfacing*  and’  kerbing  of  the  existing 
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roads  was  only  approved  and  completed  a few  months  before 
the  preparation  of  this  report.  Further  approvals  have, 
however,  recently  permitted  the  start  of  works  to  complete 
all  planned  roads  and  footpaths.

The  Oouncil’s  report  on  slaughterhouse  facilities  as 
required  by  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  was  compiled  and 
deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  during  1960,  and,  has  since  received  the  Minister’s 
approval . 

Owing  to  bereavement,  a long  established  family  business 
ceased  to  operate,  so  for  most  of  the  year  14  slaughterhouses 
were  in  operation,  tli e business  of  the  above  firm  having  been 
transferred  to  another  butcher  residing  in  the  rural  district. 

A complete  100%  meat  inspection  service  was  again 
achieved  all  over  the  district,  although  this  involved  much 
overtime  and  regular  week-end  work  by  all  members  of  the 
department’s  qualified  staff. 

Figures  of  slaughtering  output  for  the  year  show  that  the 
increase  of  approximately  10%  in  the  1959  figures  over 
previous  years,  was  again  maintained.
